AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE 
Soviet Union and the United 
States on curbing the’ spread of 
nuclear weapons is a beginning, but 
only a beginning; on. the problem of 
reducing the level of world arma- 
ments. The most encouraging aspect 
of the draft treaty agreed to at 
Geneva, is. that the two major 
powers were able :to resolve their 
differences over tite inspection 
clause; but a major challenge will 
lie in selling the treaty to other na- 
tions with nuclear power ambitions. 
France and China have already 
indicated they will not submit to the 
inspection clauses of the American- 
Soviet treaty. Germany and. Italy 
have protested strongly against 
giving inspection powers to the In- 
ternational Atomic Energy Agency, 
rather than to the European 
Atomic Energy Authority, and are 
likely to feel that the United States 
has abandoned them by accepting

the United Nations agency. Other 
key countries, India, Israel, Egypt, 
Brazil and~ Japan, have each in 
turn raised objections to various 
clauses of the treaty. : 
But beyond the important mat- 
ter of halting the spread of nuclear 
weapons is the far more vital one of 
disarmament in general which ap- 
plies to all countries and encom- 
passes the whole range of weaponry. 
It would perhaps. be a useful step if 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union were asked, in return for 
ratification of this treaty—which is 
peculiarly their own as the major 
nuclear powers—to agree to pursue 
the logical next stages of disarma- 
ment. This would end the build-up 
of their own nuclear arsenals and 
their missile stocks and bar them 
from arming those smaller countries 
which by their aggressions and re- 
pressions disturb the peace of the 
world. '

Defence Against the US. 


HE minister of finance, in a public 
statement, has virtually served 
notice that Canada will follow suit if the 
United States decides to levy a new tax 
on imports and make 
an allowance on 
exports. There is a 
slight ambiguity in 
Mr. Sharp’s state- 
ment. Speaking to 
the finance, trade 
and economic affairs 
committee, on Tues- 
day, he welcomed the 
“opportunity to make 
quite clear what : 
Canada would do’’ in Western 
this eventuality, but then, after explain- 
ing the reason for American concern, he 
Said: “Should the United States decide to 
apply some such surtax and allowance 
system, the government would consider 
immediately whether Parliament should 


be asked at once io enact a similar , 


export allowance and import surtax, with 
effect to apply to trade the same day as 
the United States provisions.” 

The introduction of the verb ‘“‘would 
consider’’ makes this something less 
than a commitment. But it would 
Probably-be a mistake to ever-emphasize 
the qualification. For Mr. Sharp said 
also that he could not go into further 
detail “for the obvious reason that the 
details of the action we might take are 
bound to depend on the precise nature of 
any action which may be taken by the 
United States. From ‘this it seems 
reasonable to assume that consideration 
has already led to at least a tentative 
decision based on balance of payments 
considerations. : 


To Offset Effects 


There is some further evidence. ‘The 
rates of import surtax and export 
allowance,”’ the minister explained, 
“would be designed to offset the effect 
on Canada’s trade with the United 
States, and indeed with third countries, 
of whatever action is taken by the 
United. States, so_as to leave Canada’s 
competitive position unchanged.” 

The government will not become “a 
party to what involves a partial rollback 
of the Kennedy Round achievement with 
any thought of yetaliation. It will act 
unhappily in an effort to prevent any 
widening of the trade deficit with the 
United States. From any other stand- 
point the proposed action is bound to be 
damaging. Indeed the question is bound 
to arise: Is the proposed response, which 
consists in matching American with 
Canadian action, adequate for the 
circumstances in which we find 
ourselves? 

Reports from Washington suggest that 
the threatened taxes and rebates would 
be of the order of two to three per cent. 
Presumably, the Canadian would be of 
the same magnitude. 

It should perhaps be noted in the first 
Place that Canada, at the very beginning 
of the GATT negotiations, asked for and 
was accorded the right to opt out of 
what Mr. Sharp calls the ‘working 
hypothesis” of the Kennedy Round, 
nainely a 50 per cent across-the-board 
cut in tariffs. Instead, Canada negotiated 
on a selective, item-by-item basis. This 
may have been “appropriate” for a 
nation in our circumstances; in any case 
it was an arrangement better suited to 
the supposed needs of our protected 
manufacturers than the original 
proposal 


Good, Hard Bargain 


Despite scattered cries of alarm from 
industrialists (which seem rather quickly 
to have died away), itis difficult to 
believe that our negotiators were at all 
reckless in Geneva, They drove a good, 
hard bargain, staying well away from 
the. brink of ruin. é 

The policy now mooted in the. United 
State would have two effects. Without 
doubt the surtax would make things 
more difficult for our exporters. and,.in 
the absence of other action, would 
restrict sales in the American market. 
The action in Mr. Sharp’s mind would be 
a government subsidy;* necessarily very 
large because we depend more than 
most countries — vastly more than. the 
United States — upon our export trade. 

On the other hand the U.S. subsidy 


would cheapen American goods on our 
markets and tend, for that reason, to 
increase American sales here. This 
would be no unmixed evil. As Mr. Sharp 
has so often pointed out, lower tariffs 
will help our manufacturers to break out 
of the confines Of the domestic market 
by cutting the costs of production in 
Canada. They would also be of obvious 
benefit to hard-pressed consumers_ 
Action patterned on American policy 
would deny both these benefits. 

Both actions would restrict trade. in 
the interest of balancing it. 

This necessity has arisen before, and 
it may be that the developing situation 
will leave the government no alternative. 
Presumably, this is Mr. Sharp's view. 
But if that danger does exist, it is not 
because too much was risked at Geneva; 
it is because our competitive position has 
been so seriously eroded by wage-price 
inflation. We have been doing less well 
than the Americans despite the fact that 
we are not fighting an Asian war. 

It is not enough for the government to 
take the position that it must automatic- 
ally match whatever action is taken in

Washington when our situation is in 
many respects different. (For one thing, 
it has always been argued, and very 
reasonably, that we cannot compete with 
the U.S. treasury; this was the position 
taken when there was concern over the 
effects of the U.S. give-away program on 
our commercial grain markets.) It will 
have to be shown that there is no 
alternative way of so controlling our 
costs as to maintain the competitive 
position. 

There is reason for emphasizing this 
point. The groups which were most 
insistent on driving hard bargains at 
Geneva have an obvious interest in 
pressing the government for action to 
ward off the possible threat of larger 
imports. This special interest is not’ the 
general interest although it commonly 
pretends to be. The government is not 
answerable alone to the manufacturers; 
it is answerable to the country and the 
policy outlined by Mr. Sharp may. have a 
rather poor reception unless it is known 
that all other possibilities have been 
canvassed and ‘that this is the only way 
out.

If all doctors would ban smoking in 
their reception rooms and if all hospitals 
would» ban smoking in the hospitals it

Some smokers seem to think it is 
their right:to smoke, but have they the 
right to pollute the air of ill patients — 
patients with emphysema, patients with 
asthma, patients with lung cancer or 
patients with cardiac disease? : 

These patients come to the doctors’ 
offices and the hospitals to get relief 
from their distress but often end up with 
far more-discomfort;ionger stays in the 
hospital and more expense to both 
themselves and the hospital insurance 
service than is necessary, These non- 
smoking patients do not normally cause 
more distress for smokers.

A Need for Patient Courage in Russia 


HEN Khrushchev vanished every- 

thing was very quiet for a time, as 
people, rulers and ruled, got their 
bearings. But, without much fuss, the 
writers: went on writing. Meanwhile, 
despairing of getting their best work 
published in the Soviet Union, certain 
more reckless spirits—Valery Tarsis, an 
eccentric of an older generation, and 
Sinyavsky and Daniel among the young— 
began to give their work to acquaint- 
ances to take abroad for publication. 
There was no written law against this. 
Obviously it would be disapproved of. 
But, when all was said, a great deal of 
importance, at least-in the way of lip 
service, was being attached to “Soviet 
legality.’’ 

Under Khrushchev, offending writers 
were not being sent to prison; instead 
they were, quite a number ef them, 
quietly. led- away and incarcerated in 
lunatic asylums for a time. The unfor- 
mulated argument was that any indi- 
vidual-who defied- the embattied—-might 
of the Soviet State must indeed be 
insane, and one can see the force of this. 
Sinyavsky, known to the Russians as a 
distinguished critic, to us as a satirist, 
and Daniel, a iesser figure, were pre- 
pared to rik that. sort of punishment. 

But by the time the KGB, for a long 
time angry and baffled, had discovered 
the identity of Abram Tertz and Daniel 
Arzhak {as the two were rknown in the 


West), the mood had changed. At some 


stage between the end of 1964, when 


Khrushchev fell, and the end of 1966, 
when Sinyavsky and Daniel were 
arrested, it had been decided in the 
highest places that the KGB musi be 
allowed more freedom of action. This 
referred“garticulgrly- to crushing the 
impertinent demands not only of major 
figures, like Voznessensky (who found 
himself in for a period of shameful 
persecution, his name smeared by the 


KGB and their hangers-on in the Writers’ ~ 


Union) but even more of the thousands 
of articulate students and post-graduates 
who, not only in Moscow and Leningrad, 
but in all provincial university cities, 
were _-hammering. away at poems, 
articles, protests, satires, to_ be -handed 
round in mimeographed copies. 


Masses Impressed 


Worse even than this, the mood 
engendered by the natural intelligentsia 
was spreading fast to the inarticulate

terror? The answer is that the young 
genuinely believed that ‘the spirit of the 
highest authority had changed, and that 
all that. was necessary to make the 
Soviet Union a fit place for honest men 
and women was a show of the boldness 
and determination they found lacking in 
their elders. 

Then the remaining shackles held in, 
place by ignominious survivors of the 
bad old days would fall away. 

In the short run they were wrong. 
Things were not“as simple as that.-The 
men who. still rule Russia learnt their 
techniques under Stalin and instinctively ’ 
resort-to his-ways-in-a-crisis;-as-far-as— 
they dare. 

But, in essence, they were right. There 
can be no return to the old terror 
without a breakdown of society. The 
movement towards the light is irresisti- 
bie, but slow. Instant courage is not 
enough. Patient courage is called for, 
the courage not only to go on fighting, 
but—also_to_continue_to live with the 
shame, as it is most deeply felt among 
the very young of ardent spirit, of be- 
longing to a society ruled by men who 
see nothing even faintly wrong about’’ 
bringing the whole weight of a great 
police apparatus, standing still largely 
above the law, to bear on a handful of 
bright but awkward spirits. 


Nurturing Confusion 


‘The immediate—danger is that—the 
young will lose patience and become 
confused. The KGB are doing their best 
to provoke the one and contrive the 
other, As I have said, the vast majority 
of the young men: and. women under 
pressufe are patriots who do not want to 


it. But™ 
the activities of genuinely subversive 
elements encouraged and sometimes 
organised) by the NTS, a_ counter- 
revolutionary organisation very active in 
“claiming all manifestations of what can 
only be called spiritual revolt. in the 
Soviet Union as part of a political 
movement.

effects of the most hopeful step forward 
towards making the-Soviet-Union_a_land

Morality and Mankind 


CHICAGO—“What’s a 
baby doctor doing -talk- 
ing about international 
politics?” 

It’s a question 64-year- 
old Dr. Benjamin Spock 
says he often used to 
ask -himself when he 
was still producing argu- 
ments against abandon- 
ing his comfortable medi- 
cal ivory tower. 

There. was almost every 
reason in the world why he 
should not have joined the 
peace movement five years 
ago asa director of—the 
National Committee for a 
Sane Nuclear Policy. 

Vietnam was not yet a 
serious issue. He was ap- 
proaching 60. He had a 
universitypest in Cleveland. 
Every year, regular aS‘ clock- 
work, a million copies of 
“Baby and Child Care’’ were 
being sold in the ~United 
States, and hundreds of 
thousands in other parts of 
the world, making it the 
biggest recurrent best-seller 
after the Bible. 
ee American royalties 
alone were fetching. him 
$60,000 a year. He had just 
bought a little place in the 
Virgin Islands and a 35-foot 
fibreglass sloop. 

The one thing that never 
worried him when he was 
debating his new role was how 
his decision might affect the 
millions of parents who re- 
gard Spock as ‘synonymous 
with “baby care. If he was 
right, he thought, he had as 
much of a duty to speak on 
man’s aggression *as on the 
right way to rear children. 


No Slackening 
In the Demand 


Although he’s ‘had a huge 
mail of resentful Spock 
parents complaining of his 
“‘betrayal,’’ those writing in 
support are much larger — 
and there’s been no slacken- 
ing in the demand for his 
“Baby and Child Care.” 

His wife Jane — who had 
influenced his career when he 
was a young medical graduate 
and who had herself carefully 
typed, out his bible for parents 
as he scrawled and dictated it 
during the Second World War 
— wasn't at all keen that he 
should take on fresh burdens 
at his age. She worries about 
him all the time. 

“Jane” he says good- 
humoreétly,; “‘feels she has a 
duty to protect me from 
having my innocence exploited 
by others, and to protect my 
guests against my garrulous- 
ness.” 

Dr. Spock and his wife were 
talking to me over tea in their

hotel.room while they were in 
Chicago. 

Spock is huge — 6 foot 4 tall 
— with an athlete’s physique; 
a strong, bony face, a domi- 
nating nose, and a gentle 
smile. ‘‘When I met Jane in 
1923," he says, ‘“‘she had 
studied psychiatry and I said 
the idea -of early childhood 
being a formative period was 
nonsense."’ 

Jane Spock, a shrewd,

to him for a long time, an 
then breaking in casually but 
directly. _ 

“Ben,” she says, “gets 
awfully vague about that 
period. I was working for a 
doctor interested in -psycho- 
somatics and .he had Ben act 
as intern for him. Ben then 
became interested in his 
attitude and started as a 
pediatrician, at the same time 
going through orthodox analy- 
sis for five years.” 

Whatever his wife might 
say, Spock is no innocent in 
politics. His father — a 
railroad director — brought 
him up as a_ hard-nosed 
Republican believing that Cal- 
vin Coolidge was the greatest 
president the U.S. ever had. 
Spock shocked his father by 
voting for the unfashionable 
Democrat, Al Smith. 

But it wasn’t politics which 
finally brought Spock .into the 
movement of protest. It was 
his work with children, and 
his study of psychology. 

Dr. Spock has almost com- 
pleted a new book, “Belief in 


Man.” Man, he believes, has 
become disenchanted with 
himself. He doesn’t really 
believe in himself any more. 
It’s a kind of delayed reaction 
to Darwin, This is_a period of 
great confusion — for young 
people, for women as well as 
for. men. 

“Man's psychology,” he 
says, “is wrapped up in 
suspicion and hostility, 
softened by love. Man is 
really a coarse creature, and 
wanting desperately to get 
away from it. When he thinks 
of his sexuality in animal 
terms he is essentially 
ashamed of himself. There is 
ali this secrecy of. sexual 
mores. He is created by 
evolution to be a believer, and 
when you pull these beliefs 
away from him he gets into a 
bad way. Man is basically 
moralistic and religious.” 

He points to the contem- 
porary distortion of history 
and all the sneering that goes 
on against heroes. ‘“Washing- 
ton, we are now told, had a 
firm mouth-line because of his 
false teeth.” 

“Audiences go to Who's 
Afraid—of Virginia Wolf? and 
watch utterly spellbound while 
the characters behave with 


utter depravity. There’s a 
great fashion to prove that 
sex is natural; but behind it 
there’s really a horror of 
promiscuity. 

Sexuality 


Hasn't Changed 


“Young people don’t feel 
right with themselves, .al- 
though they pretend they do. 
Sexuality hasn't really 
changed. It’s only that young 
people mislead themselves 
that it has.” 

People pretend that the 
difference between the sexes 
is nonsense, he says; but it 
isn’t. There’s no way out -by 
men becoming more and 
more like women, and women 
becoming more like men. 

“All this is making life 
more difficult for women. 
They're” encouraged to. think 
their gratification will come 
through the same things as 
men’s. When they get married 
and have children, they’re 
upset to find out that this is 
what life is really about. If 
they can't adjust, they be- 
come disenchanted about life— 
impatient with their children. 
Otten they become coarse — 
certainly in America it is true 
— and they tell each other 
lewd stories.” 

He is deeply concerned 
about education: “Morality 
must be taught at school and 
university. But the fact is that 
university people would think 
it disgraceful to give moral

The. mode and gist of 
Robert Winters’ announced 
retirement _from_the— cabinet 
and politics was a shock. Does 
one dismiss it 
as the petu- 
lance of a 
man who has 
not - been 
recognized to 
the range of 
his own self- 
estimate? Or 
is. it signifi- 
cant: the final 
end of an old 
vision of 
politics as 
the domain of reasonable 
men, working in concert with 
a responsible, unobtrusive 
bureaucratic ‘elite? In other 
words, is the King-St. Laurent 
era gone for good, beyond 
recall? 

The slashing, which Mr. 
Winters gave 
to his cabinet 
colleagues, 
was com- 
pletely out of 
character 
with all _ the 
public evi- 
dence we 
know and the 
private gos- 
sip which 
drifts to us | 
about him. 

Mr. Winters .is simply not a 
petty man. He is a very 
straight forward one. We've 
read dozens of his speeches, 
from the pre-1957 days to the 
recent ones. 

This past year he made 
more public — speeches than 
anyone else “in the cabinet 
(insofar as the evidence of 
texts distributed tothe press 
can indicate). 
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Without any exception that 
we can find, he was non- 
partisan, That-is, he neither 
tried to exalt his own party 
nor down-graded anyone 
else's, t 

For example, he claimed no 
eredit nor ducked any -blame 
for Expo’s ‘glories - and 
failures. There was an over- 
whelming emphasis on_ his

own area of responsibilities. 
He either stayed out of or was 
non-controversial_-when--deal- 
ing with any subjects. which 
led him into another min- 
ister’s territory. 

For example, in his ‘“‘out- 
look for 1967” (and for 1968) 
he supplemented the exhorta- 
tions of Mitchell Sharp; he did 
not twist or extend them. 

All the ministers who are in 
or likely to enter the leader- 
ship race, with the exception 
of Pierre Trudeau, have 
executive assistants or other 
such functionaries who gild 
and interpret sweetly and 
exalt the talents and ideas of 
their bosses, especially for the 
benefit ‘of reporters. Mr. 
Winters had denied himself 
this extra kind of dimension; 
at least, on the evidence we 
have, he had, 
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Similarly, almost every 
ambitious cabinet minister 
we've watched in action 
around Parliament Hill in the 
past decade has drawn a little 


—<cadre of MPs to him from the 


backbenches. This gives a 
group effect to his operation 
and, naturally, a kind of 
touting. 

Again, Robert Winters and, 
to a slightly lesser degree, 
John Turner, among the 
possible aspirants, have 
seemed to be friendly and 
courteous but not close to-any 
of ‘the Liberal backbenchers. 

We have outlined this sketch 
of Robert. Winters’..stance as 
minister to emphasize how out 
of keeping was his behavior 
last Friday. And to suggest 
that the key insight to such 
unusual,behavior has to be 
Mr. Winters’ comment after 
saying, “I shrink from becom- 
ing involved in a campaign of 
this nature...” that “I’m 
hot suggesting this is wrong. 
I'm suggesting my incompat- 
ability with. the system.” 
Well, incompatability is good 
grounds for’ a divorce from 
politics. 

We believe that the open, 
contentious nature of thé 
leadership races inthe old 
parties signifies an enormous 
political shift. Succinctly, 


there’s more democracy in 
political parties, in Parlia- 
ment, and-in the electorate. 

There are some touchy, 
even dangerous facets to this 
shift. It’s not surprising Mr. 
Winters doesn’t like them. 
The sense of responsibility to 
the party of those within it is 
diffused and weaker. 

The leader is both more 
important and less sure of his 
control. The so-called iron law 
of oligarchy is that the more 
organization and bureaucracy 
develops the more certain is 
the rule of the system by a 
few, by an elite. 
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In the governing party there 
are three merging or over- 
lapping structures, the party, 
the caucus, and thé cabinet. 

It used to be that all three 
were tightly and unobtrusively 
‘held and run by a few men. 
This has broken down. 
Demagoguery. is open within 
the party; discipline is lax, 
certainly because it cannot be 
imposed, given the faster, 
wider involvement of* more 
people in party matters, with 
the public sitting in on so 
muchipt it. 

There’s the search (which 
must seem ghastly. to. Mr. 
Winters) for the charismatic 
leader. -

Business, and 
bureaucracies do not work 
this way. Nor does the 
government bureaucracy. Nor 
did the Liberal Party of King 
and St. Laurent. Gone is the 
quiet decency of decisions on 
posts .and policies taken 
privately, free from public 
speculation and proof from 
treasonable leaks. 

It’s understandable that Mr. 
Winters had to return to 
politics before he found the 
good old days were gone, 
probably forever. 

After all, Mr. Pearson, one 
_of the old elite, the choice as 
Yeader “of the old elite, was 
Prime Minister, But he was 
not in.charge. 

It is a different Parliament, 
a looser party, a more 
democratic politics and a less 
stable country, 


industrial 


judgments. They’re still busy 
fighting the. battle against 
clericalism of centuries ago. 
It has nothing to do with 
reality.” 

Everybody, he thinks, has 
got to start getting aware of 
the fact that man cannot exist 
without morality. He could 
afford to do so when he lived 
in*a world with arrows and 
spears; but not with today’s 
weapons. “Either he under- 
stand this or he is heading for 
extinction.” 


To Keep World 


From Destruction 


This is the raison d'etre of 
Spock’s protest. ‘“‘Faced with 
man’s innate hostility, what 
do we do te keep the world 
from destroying itself? I don’t 
think that man can be trusted 
with all the power he has got 
today. We have te-find a way 
of buttressing his power: 
Unless man recognizes more 
about his hostility and about 
his. capacity for destruction, 
his days are numbéred. 
There’s no question about it.” 

He is concerned about the 
ways in which many Ameri- 
cans ‘“‘kid’’ themselves by 
blaming everything on the 
Communists while thinking of 
themselves as decent people 
only wanting to do good in the 
world. ‘‘It suits almost every- 
body’s purpose in America to 
go on thinking like this. The 
result is mass delusion.” 

One can see a_ natural 
progression in Dr. Spock’s 
thinking. From child aggres- 
sion and over-idealization of 
parents to the confused man 
full of hostility and love, and 
unable to handle a world of 
nuclear weapons without risk 
of blowing himself up, it is a 
continuous theme in his think- 
ing, not a diversion. 

Spock had what he de- 
scribes as something “‘like a

religious conversion’”’ in 1962 
over the decision to resume 
testing of nuclear weapons.” 

Kennedy had tried to dis- 
suade the U.S. Atomic Energy 
Commission from doing this 
in the fall of 1961. He said he 
had consulted all his experts 
and they agreed that the U.S. 
was way ahead of Russia. But 
still some experts insisted 
that Russia could overtake 
them if they didn’t go ahead. 
So apparently there would be 
no time when you could stop 
testing.” 

He became. convinced that 
“only the ‘people’ can bring 
about disarmament. ‘When 
people ask what I am doing 
among the _ tousleheaded 
youths with dirt between their 
toes, and with the Stokely 
Carmichaels, my. answer is 
that they are concerned about 
the same thing as I am 
concerned about: how to 
disarm. That’s what matters 
— not that they don’t wash 
between their toes. 


Vietnam War 


Great “Mistake 


“From the moment I got 
into the peace movement I 
knew it'was right ‘to get into 
the Vietnam issue. I knew 
Johnson’s decision to escalate 
was wrong. It was one of the 
greatest mistakes of inter- 
national affairs.” 

He describes his involve- 
ment as a “relatively dis- 
couraging task. But,’ he adds, 
“the way I was brought up 
there’s nothing else for it. It's 
tough, living until 64, then 
instead of being able to enjoy 
my retirement and to get on 
with my research and my 
writing, or to get out to my 
tubby sloop, to find myself 
plunged into something much 
more difficult than child 
work.”’ 

“T worry about him per- 
sonally’"’ says his wife. “He 
has promised to spend one 
month. inthe Virgin Islands 
and one month on the road. 
But this last summer he 
hardly managed to get a 
month on the island.” 

And. now he faces going to 
prison as well. But he re- 
mains — as television viewers 
saw him in his encounter with 
the police in a New York anti- 
draft demonstration — a 
large, calm man, conserva- 
tively-mannered, wearing an 
old-fashioned’ watch-chain, 
patiently urging on the auth- 
orities the need to de-escalate 
and to disarm in the warmly 
paternal Spock manner.

William Sharp, who yes- 
terday launched his 
assault on. the Liberal 
party leadership, plans-a 
campaign substantially 
different from those of 
his rivals. 


Instead of attempting to 
program delegate com mit- 
ments as Paul Hellyer is, or 
appealing to 
the tradi- 
tional party 
machine as 
Paul Martin 
plans, - Sharp 
will wage 
what. amounts 
to a one-man 
election cam- 
Paign across 
Canada. His 
handlers in- 
tend to expose him to the 
public as much as to the party 
delegates. 


At the same time, Sharp 
will be developing in depth his 
favorite policy proposals, so 
that if he wins. he will ‘enter 
the office of prime minister 
with sOmething: close to-.a 
mandate, which he can then 
build on for the next election.

Confidence 


The entire thrust of Sharp's 
eampaign will be to create the 
impression of a man with 
confidence in himself, pre- 
pared to press his ideas 
forward, with the competence 
to execute them and the 
human qualities required of a 
prime minister. 


Although the finance port- 
folio is traditionally a grave- 
yard for prime ministerial 
aspirants, Sharp may well set 
a precedent. Despite the nega- 
tive budget he saw fit to bring 
down in December, he was by 
far the most impressive of the 
contenders at last week's 
Halifax Liberal -meeting—both 
on and off television. 


Much will depend on his 


ability to attract support in 
French Canada. So far, only 
two ministers’ — Jean-Luc 


Pepin and Jean Chretien — 
have indicated they will sup- 
port him. Any further Quebec 
pledges are conditional on the 
decision Pierre Trudeau and 
Jean Marchand ‘make about 
their candidacies.

tials of a charter member of 
Canada's political and eco- 
nomic establishments, Sharp's 
personality and ‘background 
have made him something 
more, The extreme poverty of 
his youth in Winnipeg, where 
as a young boy he watched his 
family’s furniture being , re- 
possessed, left an indelible 
impression. He is . both 
humane and super-cautious. 


Unconfined 
No adventurous innovator, 
neither is he afraid of 


reform or change. He has no 
ideology or prejudice that 
confines his mind in the search 
for solutions to problems. 

His apprenticeship in the 
department of finance during 
the post-depression, post-war 
periods also left its.mark; he 
is the most fastidious of 
administrators and feels that 
governments must advance 
slowly, if at all. He is not a 
man possessed by that 
creative surge which produces 
the intuitive leaps that dis- 
tinguish the inspiring political 
leader. 


“Progressive Pragmatist” 


But he does have some 
remarkable political assets 
just the same, not the least of 
which is his face. His jaw 
structure has set his lips into 
permanent lines of good 
humor which bespeak a kind 
of folk wisdom. 

In other words, he looks 
wise without looking intellec- 
tual. It’s a strong, decent 
face, tough as the rubber in a 
handball, its effect enhanced 
by red hair and piercingly 
honest eyes. The total impres- 
sion is that of some incredibly 
intelligent, orange monkey— 
full of integrity and possi- 
blilities. 


On the Right 


Sharp classifies himself as 
a progressive pragmatist”’ 
and it’s as good a description 
as any. He has no doctrinaire 
solutions for anything, though 
most of his stands—including 
his go-slow policy on medicare 
—put him in the right wing of 
the Liberal party. 

He’s against further uni- 
versality in welfare, for in- 
stance, and believes instead 


that all anti-poverty resources 
should be concentrated on 
mopping up the low-income 
population pockets which still 
persist. 


—One of his chief concerns, 
which he hopes to express this 
weekend in Winnipeg, is how 
to re-involve Western Canada 
into the mainstream of fed- 
eral Liberalism. 


Unique 


“Quebec,” he once told me, 
“has a unique style of life, 
which produces the. particular 
and peculiar dynamisms it 
brings to Canada. The West 
now has to match Quebec, It 
also has a peculiar style of 
life and a particular dyna- 
mism, ‘having to do with the 
openness of its society and its 
fas t-modernizing economy. 
What we must do is broaden 
the current constitutional 
debate to involve all of the 
Canadian regions. It isn’t gust 
a Quebec problem.” 


Sharp’s other policy con- 
cerns include the gradual 
reform of federal institutions 
so that they are not struc- 
tured to make the politicians 
appear silly. 

He is anxious to have the B 
& B implemented, especially 
the turning of Ottawa into a 
fully bicultural federal dis- 
trict. He has already indicated 
his willingness to appoint a 
French-Canadian to succeed 
him as ‘minister of finance, 
should he win the top job. 


Hit Hard 


Throughout his campaign, 
Sharp intends to hit hard 
against anti-Americanism and 
Canadian economic national- 
ism. This is the issue on 
which he will expend the most 
emotion. 


Instead of discriminating 
against American investors, 
he believes we must bring our 
balance of payments position 
with the Americans into line 

“by generating much more of 
our own investment capital. 


The success of Sharp's 
intention to run his leadership, 
campaign like a miniature 
general election will depend 
on one vital factor: his ability 
to excite the delegates, 
through public pressure, with 
the thought that Mitchell 
Sharp would make not only a 
competent but a winning 
fifteenth prime minister of 
Canada.

Congress Lashes Ou 
At Feuding Factions 


NEW YORK (AP) Con- 
gress has threatened to crack 
some heads in solving the dis- 
pute over track and field, but 
has been warned that the effort 
could result in the ‘disqualifica- 
tion of the entire’ American 
Olympic team, 

In Washington, Thursday Sen. 
Jacob Javits (Rep.—N.Y.) call- 
ed for congressional action to 
end the feud between the U.S. 
Amateur Athletic Union and the 
National Collegiate Athletic As- 

“I don’t believe,” Javits said, 
“that the sports fans of this 
country will sit idly by as our 
outstanding prospects for the 
Olympic Games are used by 
these organizations to further 
‘their own selfish motives.” 

Javits’ action seconded that of 
Sen. Robert’ Griffin,- (Rep.— 
Mich) who introduced a bill that 
would ban the disqualification of 
any—am-ateur- athlete from 
competition’ because he had en- 


gaged in a meet staged by a 
riyal organization. 

But in New York, Avery 
Brundage, chairman of the In- 
ternational Olympic Committee, 
warned that any congressional 
action could jeopardize the en- 
tire American Olympic team, 

“If the government ‘tries to 
dictate a settlement,” Brundage 
said, ‘‘the entire Olympic team 
might be ruled ineligible. 

“One of our basic rules is that 
the various sports teams be se- 
lected by independent amateur 
federations. We don’t permit 
any sort of government regula- 
tions.” 

Currently, the AAU and 
NCAA are fighting over a track 
meet scheduled for New York 
on Feb, 9, to be staged by the 
U.S. Track and Field Federa- 
tion, an arm of the NCAA. 

Several non-collegians are en- 
tered in the meet, which is not 
sanctioned by the AAU, and 
that organization has threatened 
to suspend every ‘athlete who 
competes in it,

Now — before I jump down 
from _ the ~ aforementioned 
soapbox and return to every 
incidents there's one 
more point I'd like’ to make. 

I'm well aware that many 
who read this column would 
like to tell me the chances of 
Judy LaMarsh winning the 
Liberal leadership (even if 
she did consent to run) are 
very slim.

They might also like to tell 
me that there is little possibil- ' 
ity of their: being a Madame 
Prime Minister in Canada. At 
least, until considerably more 
female talent. is cued in at 
policy level in government.“ 

But how to get this female | 
talent up there? | 

It is commonly said that | 
women will not stand as 
election candidates and that 
women voters (men too, for 
that matter) will not vote for 
them when they do. 

There is some truth in both 
those statements and some 
good reasons for that truth, 


Men, dubbed by their 
fellows to be politically broad- 
minded, do not hesitate to tell 
you that major political 
parties have always favored 
male candidates. Especially 
for the “‘safe” seats. 

These same major political 
parties are willing to nomin- 
ate a woman only if she 
appears a sure bet to win, or 
if the seat is a new one, or if 
it is “enemy territory” and a 
“‘goner’’ anyway. 

It’s. the minor political 
parties whose chances of 
winning and forming @ gov- 
ernment are relatively small, 
that nominate women in any 
numbers. Which to many is 
an excellent reason for voters 
not supporting women candi- 
dates. 

Today there are so few 
women in public office in 
Canada (federally or pro- 
vincially} it is no lengthy task 
to list their number. It is ‘a 
much lengthier task to enum- 
erate the policy-level_positions 
to which women have NEVER 
been appointed.

The broad fact is that few 
women have been appointed 
to any federal or provincial 
policy-making positions. 
Which means, if we go a step 
further, that very few women 
have @ hand in deciding policy 
for this Canada or ours. A 
country in which we are told 
well over 50 per cent of the 
voting public are women. 

To anyone who seeks fulfil- 
ment in public life (woman or

To those waterfront

pens when wild water hurls 
itself at yielding shore is ‘one 
thing; to watch the process 
quite another, especially if 
you happen to be the an- 
guished property-owner. 

Every crumbled inch is 
your good land on which you 
are assessed. Further, unless 
the assessment review board 
chooses to—see matters your 
way, you'll continue to pay 
taxes on it. 

I am not bewailing our own 
situation, since our frontage 
suffered no more than a 
nibbling which we will put to 
rights when summer comes. 

But a number of longshore 
families in Cordova Bay area 
have lost more than a nibble, 
and I hope they get the 
seawall they badly need.

Karly most. mornings, we 
oblige our dog by letting him 
coax us through the wildlands 
to’ the head of the beach 
stairs. 

The woods are|quiet, damp 
and mild; it isn't until we are 
almost out of them that we 
get a hint of what's going on 
below. . 

Then the sharp sea-wind 
hits us, and we hear a sullen 
boom, and know that the logs 
ar. pounding again. 

In the calm of the year, the 
‘driftiogs are our friends. They 
lie bedded in shingle, snipe 
overlapping butt, in haphazard 
ranks that extend back from 
high-tide line to the green 
tangles of the foreshore. 

They make good ‘back-rests 
for an hour's drowse, and it is 
easier to skid a smallboat 
across them than to lug it 
over rocks. Except when 
beach kids lever small ones 
into the saltchuck with such 
toil” as they never expend on 
garden chores, the logs keep 
their places. 

In a winter storm; . all's 
different. Those quiescent 
driftlogs become a bull-herd 
of dangerous monsters. 

Even our water-loving Lab 
gives them a wide berth. They 
butt, charge and batter, side- 
Swipe, roll, and sometimes in 
the grip of breaker, flip end 
over end.

A matter of hours later, the 
flow -called for a running 
jump. By that time it had 
carved itself a trench, along 
which it boiled in a sand- 
heavy totrent, Nearby resi- 
dents began to worry about it 
at that point, but nobody else 
seemed to be concerned. 


By-next morning ,the trench 
had become a canyon with 
steadily-crumbling edges, and 
‘the freshet was chunking out 
land ‘at a rate no bulldozer 
blade could have matched. 

Eventually the rains ended, 
and the creek ran at near- 
normal size in the bottom of 
its horrible great guich. But 
what happened. to the house 
perched perilously on. the 
‘edge, I don’t remember.

“Most schools are for most 
children five hours out of 
their daily lives. Life ends at 
9 and begins again at-3:15." 


This is Mrs. Jerry, (Joan) 
Schwartz speaking of the 
experiences that led her to 


become the principal teacher 

at Craigdarroch School, a 
Victoria private school that 
tries to create a free “atmos- 
phere in which the child can 
work at his-own speed 

She adds, » ‘‘Craigdarroch 
Schoo] is an extension of their 
lives. The. children come to 
play with their friends and the 
teachers are their friends as 
well. The bave no inhibitions 
around us.” 

Craigdarroch School is in 
many ways the creation of 
this energetic mother of four. 
When she came to Victoria 
three years ago she found that 
her California teaching cre- 
dentials would not permit her 
to get full-time work teaching 
in local schools. She took: a 
job-as an assistant librarian 
at the McPherson Library of 
the University of Victoria, a 
job. which she found interest- 
ing, but not challenging. 

During the summer she was 
approached by Dr. Charles 
Gregory, a local psychiatrist, 
and lawyer David Hummel 
about the school. She was to 
be given a free rein in setting 
up a progressive -education 
system, working closely with 
Gregory and psyghologist An- 
drew. Mikita to deal with the 


psychological problems a child - 


faces when entering school for 
the first time. She was also 


free to set up a language 
program along the lines she 
wished. 


WELL QUALIFIED 

Joan Schwartz is well quali- 
fied to head such a school. 
She ffilds a degree in Spanish 
fromthe University of 
Mexieo, a general curriculum 
degr@@ (Spanish, English, and 
History) from the. University 
of California at Berkeley and 
a general second-year teach- 
ing ‘gredential from the Uni- 
versity of California at Davis. 
She=-became interested in 
ieadtfihg problems 10 years 
agowwhen she and her hus- 
band were working as house 
parents at a clinic for emo- 
tionally disturbed children at 
San. Francisco. The: children 
fascinated her, not only be- 
cause their disturbances could 
be «traced to poor’ home 
conditions, but also because 
frequently these disturbances 
had*been magnified by school 
situations. 

When the Schwartz family 
moved to Davis, California, 
Joan began teaching Spanish 
at the high school level. She 
was allowed a great deal of 
freedom in her class and 
worked on an ungraded basis. 
After school and during the 
summer she worked with 
elementary school children, 
teaching them Spanish, She is

level. “It's the only thing that 
works.” 
While she was in Davis, 


Joan was strongly influenced 
toward the free school system 
by two other factors. First 
there were the experiences of 
her husband, Jerry, who was 
teaching at the university 
level. She had plenty of 
chance to analyse his ex- 
periences with children who 
were the product of 12 years 
of public schooling. Secondly, 
she made the acquaintance of 
a graduate of Summerhill, A. 
S. Neill’s free school near 
London, England. Craigdar- 
roch School tries to create the 
same atmosphere as Sum- 
merhill, as far as this can be 
accomplished in a_ non- 
residential situation. 


DISMAYED AT PROGRAM 

Joan has visited several of 
the public schools in Victoria. 
“fT was a bit ‘concerned with 
the rigidity I found in these 
people (the teachers), and I 
have been just dismayed at 
the language programs here. I 
think that Canada needs to 
wake up to the fact that it is a 
member of the world com- 
munity. They owe it to their 
young people.” 

Becoming head teacher at 
Craigdarroch School was no 
small task. For the first year 
Joan was the only full-time 
teacher. There were 16 chil- 
dren at the school and the 
program was extremely free. 
However, most completed ‘one 
or two years of academic 
work. 

This year there are 33 
children and two full-time 
teachers besides Joan herself. 
And they have outside help as 
well. ‘‘“Many young people in 
the community are so en- 
thusiastic about a school like 
this for young children that 
we get a lot of them coming 
over for a day to work with 
the children. For many it has 
changed. their whole outlook 
on teaching.”

How do laboratory experiments 
reach absolute zero? 


There seems to be no limit as 
to how hot a substance can get.| 
But no solid, liquid or gas can} 
get any colder. than absolute 
zero. This temperature of abso-

better one. And lately, -as 
closer, they 
have been discovering many 
new facts about substances that| 
become colder than cold.

At temperatures approaching 
zero, all substances 
become’ good conductors. 

The most successful method 
so far tested can reduce a 
jsubstance to a tiny fraction of 
one degree from the goal. The 
substance used is. copper atoms. | 
or rather the nuclei of copper} 
atoms with their orbiting elec-} 
trons stripped away. These 
copper ions are chilled and 
placed in a strong magnetic 
field. They become magnetized 
at a low. temperature,and then 


the electromagnet. generating 
the field is switched off.

When the magnetic energy is 
removed, the copper nuclei lose 
still more of _their remaining 
heat.

Lime, wood ashes, and | 
nitrate of soda all tend to 
veduce soil acidity and in- 
crease the incidence of scab, 
as does growing potatoes. jn 
the same spot. year after 
year. 

Stable and barnyard | 
‘manure can aggravate condi- 
tions. Neither should be ap- 
plied directly. to the potato 
patch until thoroughly decom- 
posed, and it is better to 
apply manures the previous 
season for use by ‘another 
crop first.

Seed treatment is widely 
recommended, but the neces- 
sary chemicals are dangerous 
to have around the home 
garden, and are -not very 
e“fective in heavily infested 
soils (see CDA bulletin “The 
Potato in Canada").

Victoria private school that 
tries to create a free atmos- 
phere in which the child. can 
work at his own.speed 

She adds, ‘Craigdarroch 
School is an extension of their 
lives. The children come to 
play with their friends and the 
teachers are their friends as 
well. The have no inhibitions 
around us.” 

Craigdarroch School is in 
many ways the creation of 
this energetic mother of four. 
When she came to Victoria 
three years ago she found that 
her California teaching cre- 
dentials would not permit her 
to get full-time work teaching 
in local schools. She took a 
job as an assistant librarian 
at the MePherson Library of 
the University of Victoria, a 
job which she found interest- 
ing, but not-challenging. 

During the summer she was 
approaciied by Dr. Charles 
Gregory, a local psychiatrist, 
and lawyer David Hummel 
about the school. She was to 
be_given a free rein in setting 
up a progressive education 
system, working closely with 
Gregory and psychologist An- 
drew Mikita to deal with the 
psychological problems a child 
faces when entering school for 
the first time.

Joan has visited severa 
the public schools in Victoria. 
“IT was a bit concerned -with 
the rigidity I found in these 
people (the teachers), and I 
have been just dismayed at 
the language programs here. I 
think that Canada needs to 
wake up to the fact that it is a 
member of the world com- 
munity. They owe it to their 
young people.” 

Becoming head teacher at 
Craigdarroch School was no 
small task. For the first year 
Joan was the only full-time 
teacher. There were 16 chil- 
dren at the school and the 
program was extremely free. 
However, most completed one 


or two years of academic 
work. 

This year there are 33 
children and two full-time 


teachers besides Joan herself. « 
And they have outside help as 
well. ‘“‘Many young people in 
the community are so en- 
thusiastic_about a school like 
this for young children that 
we get a lot of them coming 
over for a day to work with | 
the children. For many it has | 
changed their whole outlook | 
on teaching.” 
RESPONSIBLE FREEDOM 

Freedom with responsibility 
are the key words in Craig- 
darroch School. ‘‘One of the 
things that really has upset me 
very: much when talking to 
people about the school or any 
of the other schools with a 
free atmosphere is the con- 
stant saying that these schools 
frighten the parents because 
they feel that their children 
will not learn to face reality 
in ‘a free atmosphere. They 
somehow equate rigidity, 
strictness and conformity with 
reality. 

“We never ask them (the 
children) to be anything but 
what they are. Most schools 
are dedicated to the principle 
that children should be molded 
to some preconceived shape. 
Our school says to the child 
‘If you have a shape, man, its 
your own shape. All we ask
